ty and to discuss valuations, It is 
expected there will be an overall 
inerease in“valuations this year, 
to inerease the assessment ratio 
in compliance with State law, 
which states that all municipali- 
ties must have an assessment ra- 
tio of at least 50% in 1977, 60% 
jn 1978 and 70% in 1979. Some 
veterans will he getting a smaller 
tax exemption this year than pre- 
viously, under a new law. Former- 
jy, qualified veterans, their wid- 
‘ows and, or minor children, have 
deen entitled to tax exemption on 
33,500, regardiess of the assess- 
ment ratio, This year, under the 
Jaw, the exemption is $4,000. on 
full value, In municipalities using 
a 100% assessment ratio, the ex- 
emption would be greater. Howev- 
or, In municipalities using less 
than an 87.5% ratio, the exemp- 
tion would be less, In municipali- 
ties using a 5096 ratio, for ex- 
ample, the exemption would be 
only $2,000.

bows. , 

When I looked to my right 1 
saw lichen decorated frees by a 
brook. To my left was a slopé of 
pasture lands or fields, In back 
there were a few blackberry bush- 
es, werting me not to recline, 
Above there were everywhere 
branches holding hands or 
«tretehing to form arches. Looking 
across the valley I saw rugged 
walls which towered above the 
fentle land, Their rugged faces 
were dented with hollows, 

After peeping through window 
after window I went to a brook, 
at this time untamed; leaping ov- 
er rocks frothing and snarling, 
filling the air with its sound of 
joyous freedom once again, It 
was a spring world to the ear and 
the eye; one of those bonus days, 
to breathe deep of, and to enjoy, 

‘Up brook a ways I crossed the 
pasture to the woods, 

Through the guilles the snow 
had drawn back and the ferns 
with fronds retained all through 
the winter, were still dark and 
glossy green, 

T now followed the base of a 
ridge and came to where a small 
valley curved into a sweep be- 
tween two hills. Hore TF was sur. 
prised to find a few cattails by a 
small wet place and two pussy- 
willow bushes side by side, Not 
for to the left clinging to the edg- 
es, porous, but still holding on, 
were the dripping, glistening ie- 
ieleg.

erintendents and S¢ehool Boards 
Association. Representatives from 
both groups felt that were the 
measure {9 pass, schools would 
operate in constant turmoll, with 
local boards being virtually pow- 
erless, Supporters of the bill, in- 
cluding co-sponsor Jim Wilfong 
of Stow, feel that the local citi- 
zenry has the right to determine 
where the education money is to 
be spent, in a manner similar to 
the voting on specific city or town 
budget items, This bill is still in 
committee, 

There was much discussion both 
in the press and in the State 
House over tho legislative pay 
raises, with legislators smarting 
from an article in the ‘Bangor 
Daily News”, lambasting them for 
considering a raise in salary or 
expense allowance, while state em- 
ployees hang in the balance, Em- 
ily, and many of her colleagues, 
have favored pay raises for legis-
